Sieg Heil! 
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Turku, Finland 


On 18 August at 16:00 an act of terror 
took place in Turku, Finland. Ten people 
were stabbed by a man running around with 
a knife in the Kauppatori market square. He 
stabbed some of his victims there, and then 
proceeded towards Puutori, another market- 
place nearby, stabbing several more people 
on his way. Bystanders intervened and tried 
to shout warnings to people. A few of these 
brave individuals got stabbed in the process. 

One of the victims died at the scene of the 
incident, and another one died in hospital. In 
addition to this, eight people were wounded, 
three of them critically. One of the victims 
was under 18. All of the individuals targeted 
by the attacker were female, except for two 
men who tried to defend the helpless women. 
One of the wounded was British, one Italian, 
and one Swedish. Both of the women who 
died were Finnish. 

Two minutes after the attack had begun the 
local police was informed of what was going 
on. The attacker was finally confronted on 
the street Brahenkatu, which leads to Puu- 
tori. After ignoring verbal orders from the 
police, the assailant was shot on the leg at 
16:05 and taken into custody. 

Bystanders managed to snap some photo- 
graphs of the man being treated in an ambu- 
lance. Once these photos were posted on 
Twitter, it became clear that this was in all 
likelihood an act of terror, and that it was 
carried out by a Muslim immigrant. Social 
media was on fire within minutes! 

The next day police held a press confer- 
ence. The Finnish National Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (NBI) identified the suspect as an 18 
-year-old Moroccan man, and confirmed that 
the investigation was now officially being 
treated as a suspected terrorist attack. Even 
though the suspect remained silent, it seemed 
clear that the attack had been premeditated. 

According to the police, the man had ar- 
rived in Finland in early 2016 and had 
sought asylum. Whether or not he had re- 
ceived a negative decision was not con- 
firmed. Following police raids, four more

Moroccan men were arrested and one more 
was placed under an international arrest war- 
rant. 

On 21 August the authorities named the 
attacker as Abderrahman Mechkah. German 
authorities informed that the man had used 
several false identities in Germany from the 
end of 2015 to the beginning of 2016, where 
the main suspect and two others had commit- 
ted several crimes under various identities. 
On 27 August the authorities confirmed that 
the attacker had lied about his age. He was 
actually born in 1994. His real name has not 
been revealed. Three other suspects were 
remanded into custody along’ with 
“Mechkah” on 22 August, all of them on sus- 
picion of two counts of murder with terrorist 
intent and eight counts of attempted murder 
with terrorist intent. 

YLE news interviewed several people at 
the Pansio reception center, where the main 
suspect had arrived on December 2016. 
There he had been witnessed listening to rad- 
icalist sermons on his phone, asking how he 
could join ISIS—as well as shouting death 
threats and calling Finns infidels! 

One of the most astounding things is, that 
just three days after the attack the Finnish 
Security Intelligence Service, the intelligence 
agency in charge of national security in Fin- 
land, revealed that they had been tipped 
about the man’s radicalization some seven 
months prior to the attack. The managers at 
the reception center were also warned as ear- 
ly as January. However, no action was taken

Charlottesville, Virginia, USA 


Charlottesville 1s a charming town of 
46,000 people. US Founding Father Thom- 
as Jefferson built a home there he called 
Monticello. It 1s a unique and charming 
house that exhibits Jefferson’s signature 
architectural style. He usually included a 
dome of some kind. The Rotunda at the 
nearby University of Virginia is another 
example. 

The peace and charm of this Southern 
town were marred by events that happened 
on 12 August when the town’s decision to 
remove the statue of Robert E. Lee from a 
city park prompted a protest by White Na- 
tionalists under the banner of “Unite the 
Right.” A counter protest by left wing lib- 
erals and the Antifa resulted in a confronta- 
tion—one that was engineered by the city 
government. Even though the White Na- 
tionalists had permission and a permit to 
mount their protest, authorities arranged 
things so that both opposing sides would 
have to enter the venue through a narrow 
corridor. This was done to maximize the 
possibility of a violent  confronta- 
tion. When it occurred, authorities inten- 
tionally let the violence escalate. When it 
did, the police were ordered to stand 
down. A woman was killed when a man 
drove into counter protesters. A helicopter 
crashed, killing two law enforcement offic- 
ers. Several news sources later reported 
that a Craigslist ad posted on Monday, al- 
most a full week before the Charlottesville 
protests, offered $25 per hour to recruit

counter protesters. A Charlottesville police 
officer also came forward to express his 
outrage at being told to “stand down” by 
the city mayor during the violent clashes 
between protesters. He is quoted as saying: 


“We [the Charlottesville police] were or- 
dered to bring the rival groups together. As 
soon as they were in contact with each oth- 
er, we were told to stand down. It was out- 
rageous. We weren’t allowed to arrest any- 
one without asking the mayor first. We 
weren’t even allowed to stop the driver [of 
the car that killed a woman] as he sped 
away. The event was being set up as far 
back as at least May and it went like clock-

“It is my quiet duty to notify you that my hus- 
band, Ernst Ziindel, passed away yesterday at 
the home in the Black Forest in Germany where 
he was born. Details are still sketchy, but I 
know that his sister, Sigrid, was with him when 
it happened. She found him unconscious and 
called the ambulance. He was pronounced dead 
shortly thereafter. Apparently it was a heart 
attack. That is really all I know at this time. 
Please put this notice on your website. There 
will be an official press release in a few days. 
What can I say? Perhaps just this: ‘... that 
there has passed a radiance from this earth ...’ ”

Counter-protester hits White Nationalist man with baton 


Barcelona, Catalonia, Spain 


Spanish newspaper E/ pais reported that 
late Thursday, 17 August, ISIS claimed 
responsibility for a terrorist attack in Bar- 
celona that left 13 dead and more than 100 
injured. A white Fiat van burst into the 
central promenade of Barcelona's La Ram- 
bla. At the time, it was packed with pedes- 
trians, many of them tourists. The vehicle 
overwhelmed more than a hundred citizens 
“at significant speed,” according to a Mos- 
sos d'Esquadra (Catalonian police) officer, 
who added that the attack was similar to 
recent attacks in Berlin, Nice and Stock- 
holm. The lack of bollards at the pedestri- 
an crossing made it easy for the van to 
climb onto the central pass of the boule- 
vard. Terror and chaos spread throughout 
the afternoon in the center of the city. The 
main arteries of Barcelona were evacuated 
while the police looked for the perpetrators 
of the attack. 

The Rambla was cordoned off, as were 
the main adjacent streets. Commercial es- 
tablishments and restaurants were closed as 
was the public transport of underground 
trains and buses. Railroads of the General- 
itat and Renfe were paralyzed. Renfe sta- 
tions in Plaza Catalufa and Paseo de 
Gracia were evacuated and closed to the 
public in the aftermath of the attack. In 
other areas, people and workers were 
locked up for more than three hours, until 
security forces allowed them to leave. In 
the area of the attack numerous bodies 
were scattered on the ground, many immo- 
bile. A Belgian tourist who was a witness 
said: “We were walking there when we 
saw a white van beginning to run over peo- 
ple. We saw cyclists jumping through the 
air, people jumping in the air ... It was hor- 
rible.”” Hundreds of people were confined, 
until well into the night, in establishments 
of La Rambla. The security corridor, to 
facilitate attention to the victims and the 
tracing of the perpetrators, was extended. 


Two hours after the attack, the Mossos 
d'Esquadra confirmed that it was a terrorist 
attack and activated the anti-terrorist 
squad. Police later arrested two people. 

The President of the Government, 
Mariano Rajoy, spoke by telephone with 
the President of the Generalitat of Catalo- 
nia, Carles Puigdemont, and with the lead- 
ers of the opposition parties after the out- 
rage. A crisis cabinet, made up of the au- 
tonomous authorities, the government del- 
egation, the Mossos d'Esquadra, the Civil 
Guard and the National Police Corps, met 
in Barcelona to study the situation. The 
US State Department sent an alert to US 
citizens urging them to avoid the area. 

A subsequent crisis was prevented hours 
after the terrorist attack in Barcelona when 
the Mossos d'Esquadra killed five terrorists 
who were attempting to attack in Cambrils 
(Tarragona). 

Unlike Finland, Spain has been the hot- 
bed of terrorism for decades. The Basque 
separatists, the ETA, created a great deal 
of chaos. They respected no one. Except 
the king, whose power was limited in a 
constitutional monarchy. But the ETA 
eventually disappeared. That conflict was 
from the inside. This conflict 1s not. This 
series of atrocities will continue and even 
escalate until “multiculturalism” is tossed 
into the garbage bin of history and the non- 
White invaders are expelled from Europe.

since there was no evidence of any illegal ac- 
tivity, either planned or ongoing. 

This attack was the first of its kind in Fin- 
land. Prior to this, Finns were of course used 
to seeing these things on the news, and the na- 
tion was naturally shocked to learn about the 
events in London, Manchester, Barcelona and 
Charlottesville. Yet it was still all somehow 
unreal and distant. But now, the violence had 
reached their streets. The attack created an 
atmosphere of fear and insecurity. Several 
people have spoken openly about their fears. 
Many people confessed to being afraid to go 
shopping or let their kids go to school. Not 
surprisingly, the sales of baseball bats have 
skyrocketed! 

This attack marks the end of an era, and the 
beginning of a new one. Finland has long en- 
joyed a sense of false security in its northern 
isolation. But now the illusions have been 
shattered for good. Something has changed in 
the collective mind of the nation. For the first 
time since the Second World War, people no 
longer feel safe on the streets. Finland has now 
joined the club of European countries where 
terrorism 1s part of everyday life. There are 50 
reception centers in 42 places in Finland. Who 
knows where the terrorists will strike next? It 
would be foolish to think that this trend of vio- 
lence will suddenly stop. 

In response to the stabbings in Turku, the 
organization Suomi Ensin (Finland First), 
whose goal is to establish a new nationalist 
political party in Finland, held a protest on 25 
August in the Kauppatori market square, where 
the attacks took place. According to the police, 
around 60 people attended the demonstration. 
The protest, which had been named Suoma- 
laisten turvallisuus ensin (Security of the Finns 
first), began at 18:00. The event was streamed 
live on the Internet with multiple cameras, in- 
cluding one with a 360 degree view. 

As was expected, the antifascists held a coun- 
ter-protest called Turku rasismia_ vastaan 
(Turku against racism). A group of some 200 
antifascists had gathered to protest the presence 
of “The evil Nazis”. They brought with them a 
large banner with the text Ei tilaa rasismille! 











(No room for racism!). They kept shouting 
their mantra “Ei natseja Turkuun! E1 natseja 
minnekaan!” (No Nazis in Turku! No Nazis 
anywhere!). 

But when the antifascists began shouting 
insults to the other protesters, it seemed like 
violence could very well ensue. Due to this 
menacing behavior, the participants of the Fin- 
land first protest had to be protected by the 
police as they went to pay their respects to the 
two dead women and to leave flowers and can- 
dles on the site where one of the victims was 
stabbed to death. At 19:00 Finland first held a 
moment of silence in memory of the victims. 
By 21:00 most people had left the market 
square. 

The local police was well prepared and had a 
strong presence with six police cars, and addi- 
tional police vehicles were seen circling the 
neighborhood. Both protests had their own 
designated area on opposite sides of the mar- 
ket square, and at no point were the two 
groups allowed to meet. This is understanda- 
ble. It is standard practice in these circum- 
stances. Except in Charlottesville, USA! 
And, as was the case in Charlottesville, the 
antifascists had once again failed to obtain 
legal permission to hold a counter-protest! 
Regardless of this, police handled the situation 
quite admirably and violence was avoided. 
Only one person was arrested for disruptive 
behavior. 

Finland’s age of innocence is over. Like the 
rest of Europe, Finland is now under attack by 
the invading Untermensch.
